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Does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been carefully reviewed and are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Dayton and Hsu are nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference 
must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant 
was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 
1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the particular problem is a three dimensional coordinate system of an image, where the third 
dimension is time. Both references deal with image processing and manipulating intermediate images to make a composite image. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to make the combine Dayton and Hsu. 

In response to applicants further arguments that Dayton nor Hsu teach an image stack of original images taken from the same point of 
view, examiner disagrees. Hsu is relied upon to teach a three dimensional coordinate system, wherein the third dimension describes the 
time an image was captured. Dayton is relied upon for teaching the image stack of images from the same view point. It is well known in 
the art to stack images to form a composite image. On page 54, Dayton shows how in photoshop the user is able to have an image stack 
(image layers ) wherein the selection of certain pixels are used to form a composite image. Each layer is considered an image, whether it 
is a background image or an object image. Once the layers are all combined, the composite image is formed. Therefore, Dayton and Hsu 
meet the claimed limitaions of claim 1 .
